Bayford: they don't know meaning of congestion 


THE Tory leader of Thanet 
council has been branded 
arrogant and patronising 
after questioning the worth 
of public consultation. 

Cllr Bayford made the remarks 
while discussing the future of Mar¬ 
gate seafront at a joint transportation 
meeting on Thursday, November 25. 

He said: “It’s ridiculous - people in 
Thanet don’t know the meaning of con¬ 
gestion. They don’t know they are bom.” 

He continued: “We consult to death. 
I don’t see why you should have to 
consult that widely. If you need to con¬ 
sult, boil it down to the key points

because it rambles on and I can’t see 
the point - experts have already 
worked out the major points of this. 

“Keep it short and as simple as pos¬ 
sible - we bend over backwards to ask 
everyone in Kent what they think of 
Margate. 

“This new government has prom¬ 
ised to cut down on public consult¬ 
ation - decisions should be left to 
elected members because that is what 
we have been elected for.” 

Peter Campbell, Labour councillor 
for Central Harbour, said: “I was sim¬ 


ply astounded by Cllr Bayford’s com¬ 
ments and the attitude towards the 
people of Thanet that they reveal.” 

Clive Hart, Labour group leader, 
feels the comments reflect the attitude 
of the Tory council administration. 

He said: “Apparently they think 
Thanet residents just don’t understand 
matters and that they shouldn’t be 
consulted so much. I have to say the 
comments appear somewhat patron¬ 
ising and, to an extent, even arrogant. 

“I’d say Cllr Bayford has got things 
completely wrong. Thanet residents 
most certainly do need consulting on 
issues affecting their lives. However,

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Ezekiel: cash 
must be found 
for works on 
our seafront

SANDY Ezekiel, the for¬ 
mer leader of Thanet coun¬ 
cil, has challenged Kent 
County Council to focus 
less on west Kent and 
insttead fund improve¬ 
ments to Margate seafront. 

Cllr Ezekiel, speaking to the joint 
transportation board on Thursday 
last week, said: “We’re going to ask 
for approximately 7 or 8 per cent of 
the highways budget. How is that 
split between east and west? 

“If Kent County Council are seri¬ 
ous about bringing Margate back to 
its heyday, as I believe they are, then 
take the budget from west Kent and 
put it into Margate. 

“These are the two poorest wards 
in the whole of the South East. We 
have to find the budget - and if 
projects in other districts need to be 
delayed by a year they have to be 
delayed by a year.” 

County Hall’s favoured projects 
include a third Thames crossing, a 
changed road system at Dover and a 
parkway station at Manston airport. 

Peter Campbell, Labour councillor 
for Central Harbour, said: “It’s a blot 
on the whole scheme that there is no 
budget availability for a public realm 
scheme in Margate. Is there a secret 
fund? It seems we have blue-sky 
thinking and blue-sky financing.” 

The proposed redevelopment of 
Margate seafront could cost up to 
£8 million; the aim is to reunite 
pedestrians with the beach. 

Current plans were met with ‘tacit’ 
approval from Thanet council and 
would involve narrowing the roads to 
two three-metre lanes along the 
length of Marine Terrace, removing 
bollards and railings, widening pave-

ments and possibly introducing a 
central reservation. 

Controversially, they would also see 
remodelling of the Station Road and 
clock-tower roundabouts into three- 
way traffic-light junctions, about 
which several councillors expressed 
strong reservations. 

Conservative Michael Jarvis said: 
“I’m concerned there has already 
been a fiasco in the past over traffic 
lights - it’s going to be very difficult to 
sell to the public without much more 
information, more discussion and 
more consultation.” 

Lights were removed from the 
clock-tower junction in 2005 after 
years of gridlock, but it has been 
emphasised that this scheme 
involves merging the two junctions 
into one, rather than leaving two 
T-junctions, as before. 

Officers are working on a micro¬ 
simulation model of Margate and 
Westwood to study the network 
implications of rerouteing traffic on 
the seafront road.

Hawkwind legend finds 
space at West Coast bar 


Musician reminisces about his misspent youth

FORMER Hawkwind star Nik 
Turner braved the winter snows to 
take the stage at the West Coast 
bar in Margate - his former home¬ 
town - and space-rocked the place. 

Driving through the day from his home in 
north Wales, he performed in front of a crowd 
who seemed wholly familiar with his work. 

CDs, books and records were all produced to 
be signed and Turner performed the honours 
with a smile. 

Playing with his band Space Ritual - 
the name of one of his former group’s albums - 
he was even joined on stage at the end by 
an ‘alien’. 

After a set from local act Aurora, Turner - a 
former Chatham House grammar pupil - led 
his band into some lengthy free-form pieces 
with him playing saxophone and singing. 

He had earlier reminisced about his “mis¬ 
spent youth” in Margate and his continuing 
affection for the town. 

He said: “1967 saw me working on the beach 
in Margate. It was full of speed freaks, mods, 
alcoholic daytrippers from east London and 
rockers on their big bikes. 

“And me working on the seafront selling stuff, 
playing sax sometimes, hanging out with all 


sorts, and I eventually got bored so I went 
to Holland.” 

He had stayed in touch with the members of 
a band called The Famous Cure. 

Though the band had disbanded by mid-1969 
and Dave Brock - soon to join him in 
Hawkwind - went back to busking for a while, 
Brock wanted to start a new line-up. 

When it finally came together, the name 
Group X was adopted. Turner heard of the new 
band and offered himself, and his new van, to 
join them as their roadie. 

At a rehearsal he showed up with his saxo¬ 
phone, got invited to jam with them and imme¬ 
diately turned into an active band member. 

The group even played the Isle of Wight 
Festival, where Turner was spotted by Jimi 
Hendrix, mainly because he was wearing a 
completely silver outfit with a painted face. 

“He dedicated Foxey Lady to ‘that silver cat’, 
which was very nice,” Turner said. 

During the 70s the band established a follow¬ 
ing and a reputation for playing benefits for all 
sorts of causes - but Turner eventually left. 

He said: “I left the band because I was bored 
with it, and I think it probably showed in what 
I was doing. There were certain people in the 
band who said that if I didn’t leave, then they 
would. It seemed more important to the band, 
at that time, that I leave rather than them. 

“Now with Space Ritual I am keeping the 
spirit alive - the original spirit of Hawkwind 
which I think has now been lost.”

they deserve genuine consultation and not 
just the lip service all too often paid to them 
by this Conservative administration.”

It’s one of those issues people are quick 
to respond to, but congestion occurs 
wherever you have new developments.”

day night chaos as parents, students 
and schools sought to clarify the truth. 

Clarendon and Chatham gram¬ 
mar schools in Ramsgate, Harts- 
down technology college and Urs- 
uline College in Westgate were all 
falsely reported on KMFM’s web¬ 
site as closing on Monday. 

Tanya Utton, headmistress at 
Ursuline College, said: “I am most 
concerned that someone was able to 
report several Thanet schools as 
closed. The local radio station made 
several announcements during the 
morning to let families know that 
the schools were open as usual.” 

The school closure site can be 
updated by school officials using an 
official password. 

KMFM officials confirmed it was 
likely their site had been hacked and 
log-in details have been changed. 

Luckily, schools were able to 
respond quickly to quash the 
rumours. 

Ms Utton said: “Parents were 
wonderful in checking with the 
school and I thank them for their 
understanding. We also phoned 
families of students who were not 
in first thing this morning in case 
they had not heard. 

“KCC has contacted the local 
broadcaster and asked that meas¬ 
ures are put in place so this does 
not happen again.” 


PATIENTS living in east Kent get 
the best care in the country, accord¬ 
ing to a survey of the NHS. 

The East Kent Hospitals University 
NHS Foundation Trust, which runs 
the William Harvey in Ashford, Kent 
and Canterbury, the QEQM in 
Margate, Buckland in Dover, and the 
Royal Victoria, Folkestone, came top of 
the Dr Foster survey. 

The study, backed by Imperial 
College London and the Department 
of Health, measures the perform¬ 
ance of NHS trusts and hospitals 
around the country. 

Each year it looks at areas of 
patient care, such as preventing pre¬ 
mature death, quality of life for peo¬ 
ple with long-term conditions and 
recovery from ill health or surgery. It 
also measures patients’ experiences 
of their care. 

One of the key areas the survey 
looked at is what is known as the 
Hospital Standardised Mortality 
Ratio (HSMR). 

This is a broad measure across all 
activities of a hospital where the risk 
of death is significant. The average 
score for hospitals is 100. The East 
Kent Trust was given a score of 79, 
one of the lowest in the country. 

Nineteen trusts around the coun¬ 


try had a score higher than 100, 
meaning the death rate was higher 
than expected. Other areas of 
healthcare considered a good indica¬ 
tor of a hospital’s performance 
include stroke care, orthopaedics, 
urology and patient safety. 

The report said the trust had per¬ 
formed well across all criteria, espe¬ 
cially as it was one of the largest in 
the country, serving 750,000 people. 

It also praised it for employing new 
technology such as Telemedicine, 
which now meant people had a 
round-the-clock service. 

Innovations 

It also had a rapid response for 
scans when needed by patients and 
had introduced innovations such as 
the specialist heart attack centre at 
the William Harvey. 

Stuart Bain, chief executive of the 
trust, said: “The success can be put 
down to a combination of high ambi¬ 
tion by the board, good planning, and 
the dedication of the 7,000 staff who 
always go the extra mile. 

“Safety and effectiveness have 
been the key drivers in directing 
investment in service change and 
this is reflected in our low HSMR 
and good infection prevention rates.”

Planners to take 
plunge over start 
date for new pool 


WORK on a new affordable 
multi-million pool and spa to 
replace the 'tired’ existing facility 
at Ramsgate could be under way 
before Christmas. 

If Thanet councillors give plans the go 
ahead on Thursday, December 16, work will 
start immediately on the new pool and spa 
complex, built onto the side of Ramsgate 
Sports Centre. 

The single-storey sunken extension will 
house a 25m, six-lane pool and a separate 
training pool, as well as a new reception, cafe 
and spa, offering four heat treatment rooms, 
a salt grotto, hydro pool, steam room, power 
showers and a foot spa. 

A state-of-the-art toning suite, one of the 
first in Kent, will offer orthopaedically safe 
workouts for people with mobility problems. 

Expected to take 13 months to complete, 
the pool could be open as early as Spring 
2012, with the existing pool at Newington 
Road remaining open until then. 

Martin Wise, council cabinet member for 
environmental services, said: “A new pool for 
Ramsgate has been a priority for some time. 

“Local people told us clearly that they 
wanted to keep two separate pools and, since 
then, we’ve been looking at how we can deliv¬ 
er what they want in the current economic 
climate. This new scheme allows us to pro¬ 
vide that new pool, along with improvements 
to the sports centre and a new spa facility, 
which does not require funding from the 
council.”

The deal has been brokered by Alliance 
Leisure, which has completed 85 similar 
projects in the UK and will take a share of 
any profits generated by the new facility. 

Thanet Leisure Force, which currently 
runs the pool, will stump up £3.48 million 
investment, with the council guaranteeing 
the 20-year loan and providing a soft 
repayable fund of £250,000 in start-up costs. 

Encouraged by the strong performance of 
the recently refurbished Hartsdown pool, 
which is hitting budget targets earlier than 
anticipated, officers believe the income gen¬ 
erated from the spa and cafe will subsidise 
the costs of running a swimming pool. There 
are no plans to raise prices beyond inflation 
and any profits will be reinvested in leisure 
in Thanet. 

Mark Seed, environmental services direc¬ 
tor, said: “To bring the old pool up to modern 
day standards would take as much money as 
building a new one and we would lose the 
benefits of a new build with energy saving 
utilities and a more convenient location. For 
the first time in this area we will have an 
affordable high-quality spa.” 

Staff from the existing pool will merge with 
those at the sports centre but thanks to the 
creation of new positions managers expect to 
generate more jobs and no redundancies. As 
the new pool doesn’t rely on the sale of the 
old facility the council are free to consider 
user options, mothballing or disposal of the 
asset next year.

Hole’s Iveco Eurocargo truck hit Mr 
Gamer, 61, while he was cycling to work 
along Marine Terrace, Margate, at 3.45am on 
Friday, May 14. 

The food is off at restaurant 

CONTAMINATED food in a filthy storeroom 
was among health and safety horrors uncov¬ 
ered in a restaurant in Ramsgate. 

The restaurant, which hasn’t been named as 
investigations are still under way, was caught 
on Wednesday last week by Operation 
Cleansweep, a joint-venture by Thanet coun¬ 
cil, the police, the fire service, the border 
agency and community service organisers.

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Arts cuts 'threat to 
isle regeneration' 




CUTS to Grovemment funding for 
the arts could harm the isle’s long- 
awaited regeneration, a county 
politician has warned. 

Kent Green Party chairwoman Dr Hazel 
Dawe said: “Culture will never be considered 
a frontline service either by local or central 
government, but the cuts made to public 
spending will hit communities, tourism and 
leisure” 

Greens fear Government cuts of 24 per cent 
to culture spending could hit core facilities in 
town centres, leading to fewer visitors, falling 
sales and shop closures. 

Dr Dawe said: “Since shop-site vacancies 
are high in many towns - about 25 per cent 
in Thanet - culture and arts cuts are bad 
news for struggling retailers. 

“The Turner Contemporary has had its 
budget cut before it’s even been opened. 
Attempts to develop a creative quarter in 
Margate may run aground due to lack of core 
funding to start the process off.” 

But Laura Sandys, Thanet South’s 
Conservative MP, denied the cuts would 
affect regeneration on the isle. 

She said: “There has been an unprecedent¬ 
ed investment in culture in Thanet through 
the Turner Contemporary - tens of millions - 
and while £37,000 hasn’t been allocated more 
recently, the cuts are not going to diminish

the extraordinaiy impact the gallery will 
have on the isle. Cultural and historic attrac¬ 
tions are making waves in Thanet and east 
Kent and I believe we will thrive.” 

A Destination Histoxy event organised by 
Ms Sandys last month showcased four emerg¬ 
ing attractions set to boost Thanet tourism. 

Turner Contemporary, the Hornby visitor 
centre, Quex Museum and the Secret 
Gardens in Sandwich were highlighted in a 
meeting designed to encourage small busi¬ 
nesses to lok at ways to benefit next year.

We’re based in Margate Old Town. The focal 
point of Beeping Bush is the Community 
Pharmacy Gallery, an exhibition and venue 
space for artists, film-makers, community 
groups and education. Above the gallery is the 
production arm, encompassing full video and 
digital-media services. 


We have just screened Kent’s biggest film 
festival, our annual 2 Days Later short- 
film-making competition. It was screened at 


the only catalyst of film creativity in east Kent. 

The competition does not simply import a 
selection of themed films into a local independ¬ 
ent cinema for the weekend and call it a festi¬ 
val. Local and national and international film¬ 
makers are out there making specific films for 
a specific event in east Kent.

How does a film festival complement the region? 


A We are to about to launch our comedy-film¬ 
making competition, 2 Days Laughter 
2011, to be screened at the Theatre Royal for 
April Fools’ Day. It was developed as a 
response to the interest generated by 2 Days 
Later. We get more than 800 international 
inquiries about each competition every year. 

Q Are arts projects like this important for the isle? 

A Margate is being positioned as the creative 
force in a region that is perceived by the 
rest of the country - and even by some of its 
own inhabitants - as ugly and rife with depri¬ 
vation, a view somewhat ironically perpetrat¬ 
ed by recent films such as Margate Exodus. 

However, with the Turner Contemporary, 
the Creative Quarter and events such as 
Margate Rocks, the town has a growing repu¬ 
tation for creativity coupled with a strong 
tradition of community arts. Our concept is 


A A festival is an important ingredient in the 
community mix. Our events are organised 
by people who are at the heart of this creative 
community and understand it. 

Beeping Bush is significant to the regener¬ 
ation of the area and this is reflected through¬ 
out the work and local support received. We 
ensure our events are accessible, visible, rele¬ 
vant and that we communicate with people, 
listening to ideas, looking out for opportunities 
for growth. This flavours the whole event and, 
although its scope is international in terms of 
entries and participation, it very much belongs 
to the people of Margate and Thanet. 

How can people get involved? 

A We regularly hold free one-day introduc¬ 
tion to DV film-making workshops in the 
Margate gallery and across Kent and Medway. 

We also have a programme of work experi¬ 
ence for school pupils, graduates and the long¬ 
term unemployed.

PRICE hikes for Southeastern rail- 
users in the New Year have been 
widely slated. 

Regulated fares are rising by as much as 12.8 
per cent in east Kent from Sunday, January 2. 

Roger Gale, the MP for Thanet North, has 
described the “swingeing” increases as “an 
absolute disgrace”. 

He said: “As far as I am concerned they can 
kiss goodbye to any thought of a franchise 
renewal. For the fourth year running, my con¬ 
stituents will be paying more for less. 

“Network Rail’s ‘upgrading 5 of signalling and 
points is way behind schedule and no improve¬ 
ments are planned for the line between Ashford 
and Thanet. 

“Southeastern’s ‘fast link’ is a bad joke, as 
journeys take longer and cost more.” 

Charles Horton, Southeastern managing 
director, said: “Nobody likes to see prices rise, 
but it is the stated policy of the Government to 
move the cost of travelling by train towards 
passengers and away from the taxpayer. 

“There are only two sources of funding for 
railway journeys: taxpayer subsidy and passen-

gers’ fares. The amount of taxpayer subsidy we 
receive from the Government reduces year on 
year, and we need to raise the fares to make up 
the difference.” 

An anytime day-return from Ramsgate to 
London will rise from £47.80 to £57.10, with an 
annual pass going up by £496. The high-speed 
fares will rise by £5 and an annual pass will 
now cost £5,240, up £592 from £4,648. 

Off-peak and saver fares will be slightly less 
dramatically hit; an off-peak return to London 
from Margate will cost £2.20 more, a super off- 
peak return £1.40 more and an off-peak saver 
return will remain unchanged at £30.10. 

Car-parking rates will also be affected from 
Tuesday, January 4, with details available from 
stations in advance. 

Across Kent, fares will increase by an average 
of 7.8 per cent. 

Nick Chard, Kent County Council cabinet 
member for environment, highways and waste, 
said: “I am dismayed at the high level of fare 
increases being faced by Kent commuters.

“While we all understand the need for a rea¬ 
sonable fare increase, we have not seen suffi¬ 
cient benefits in terms of reduced overcrowding 
and better services. We are preparing a Kent 
rail action plan to make sure the next rail fran¬ 
chise, due to start in 2014, reflects what resi¬ 
dents and commuters want.” 

However, it is the particularly sharp rises in 
east Kent which have prompted most outrage. 

Mr Gale said: “Why should people pay to sub¬ 
sidise a service that does not serve their needs? 

“East Kent hosts the highest levels of social 
deprivation in the South East and some of the 
highest in the country and yet while affluent 
Brighton gets away with a 7 per cent increase 
we find our travellers paying retail price index 
plus 3 per cent, plus a further 6 per cent. 

“That is wholly unacceptable. We are living in 
Dick Turpin territory.”

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Leader Carter's 
second apology 
for poor report

KENT County Council leader Paul 
Carter says he was unaware how 
poorly run the authority’s child- 
protection service is. 

Last week, County Hall’s most senior 
politician was forced to issue an apology after 
a damning Ofsted report rated the safe¬ 
guarding and looked-after children services 
at KCC as “inadequate”. 

Areas of concern raised after the inspection 
include the management and supervision of 
services, low educational attainment of 
looked-after children, high number of cases 
not receiving quality assessments, and social 
workers with high case-loads. 

In an interview with KOS Media, Cllr 
Carter admitted he only now appreciated the 
full scale of the problem. 

He said. “The service is under significant 
pressure, but I think the report highlights 
issues that are more severe than I would 
otherwise have been aware of. For example, 
the comers that are having to be cut to keep 
their heads above water and the paperwork 
that is not being kept in order.” 

Hindsight 

When asked if he could have recognised the 
failings of the service earlier, Cllr Carter 
replied: “Hindsight is always invaluable, but 
none of the boards we’ve put together have 
raised alarm bells in the way Ofsted has. 

“Our track record in this area is good, and 
six years ago we went to Swindon and helped 
them turn their social-care services around.” 

The social-work industry has faced intense 
scmtiny since the tragic death of 17-month- 
old Baby P in Haringey, north London, in 
November 2008. Cllr Carter admitted his 
authority had struggled to cope with the 
increase in referrals since that time, which 
average about 2,000 a month. 

The county also has the added responsibil¬ 
ity of 900 asylum-seeking children as well as 
about 1,500 looked-after youngsters placed 
in Kent by other local authorities. 

Cllr Carter said: “We’ve been lobbying 
Government over the last 12 to 14 years and 
telling them enough is enough - other coun¬ 
cils must start placing vulnerable young peo¬ 
ple closer to their parental homes.” 

Cllr Carter added that it was proving diffi¬ 
cult to attract the best social-workers to Kent 
since the Baby P tragedy. 

He said: “We’ve recruited from overseas, 
but they have particular training needs in 
order for them to become top social-workers.

“We are dependent on new staff when the 
preference would be for experienced staff.” 

The Ofsted inspection was carried out just 
two months after the watchdog warned that 
children were at risk due to inadequate and 
late assessments by KCC’s social services. 

Earlier this year the authority was forced 
to issue a public apology after an inexperi¬ 
enced social-worker failed to act on a warn¬ 
ing about Tunbridge Wells resident Chris¬ 
topher Sellman, who went on to kill his baby 
daughter. 

The report also highlights concerns about 
access to child and adolescent mental-health 
services, a high number of “inappropriate” 
referrals from other agencies, and insuffi¬ 
cient use of early intervention support. 

“We obviously try to avoid tragic incidents 
happening, but to guarantee they never will 
would be inappropriate,” said Cllr Carter. 

“But despite the flak social-workers have 
had to put up with over the years, the num¬ 
ber of child deaths nationally over the last 
five to 20 years has continued to go down.” 

An improvement steering group has now 
been set up to oversee immediate action. It is 
chaired by KCC’s cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren, Sarah Hohler, and includes cross-party 
members, senior managers, partners from 
the NHS and police. 

“I would like to apologise again to young 
people and their families who haven’t had 
the quality of service that should be expected 
of us,” said Cllr Carter. 

“We’ve now got to make sure we’ve got com¬ 
petent staff with the right IT systems to sup¬ 
port them, and that the checks and balances 
are carried out as effectively as they can be. 

“Ofsted will be back in a year and I am sure 
there will be a substantial improvement.”

No one could see the 
county as a Labour stronghold, but by the same token 
it’s counties like Kent where he will have to convince 
people he has something to offer. 

At the moment it really doesn’t matter what Labour 
says it would do on this, or what its policy is on that - 
the party isn’t in power, so why should anyone listen? 

Red, as he’s affectionately known, has other 
problems, too. The mess inherited by David Cameron 
and Nick Clegg was bigger than anyone could have 
imagined. So, criticism by Ed and his shadow cabinet 
is easily overcome: Labour would have had to do the 
same, or it’s Labour’s fault anyway. 

My gut feeling is the party is over-reacting to its 
general election defeat with its new-found taste for 
humble pie, admissions of how terrible and arrogant 
it became and beating itself up to win our love again. 

It’s pretty simple, really. 

Firstly, people had had enough of Gordon Brown. 
Despite being the man who found a way through the 
banking crisis for world leaders, he was also 
responsible for getting Britain too deeply into the 
mess in the run-up to it. Plus he wasn’t good on telly 
and seemed a bit of an angry bully off it. 


Secondly, people had had enough of Labour in 
power. It was indeed time for change. 

Ed wants to chuck out everything and start with a 
clean sheet, including keeping the 50 pence tax rate 
for the wealthy; marching with students on Whitehall 
(unless he’s doing something else) and supporting 
middle-income workers earning between £16,000 and 
£40,000. Or maybe £50,000, he’s not sure yet. 

Instead of dumping New Labour ideals (socialism 
no, market economy yes), Ed might be able to avoid 
getting himself in such a mess by simply taking the 
best of what he already has. 

It is no use returning to the Punch and Judy politics 
of the Thatcher years. Labour is in opposition. Ed 
says it will take two years to make his party electable, 
so get on with scrutinising what the Coalition does 
and highlighting its weaknesses. Better still, ensure 
your MPs represent constituents properly - which is 
their job, after all. That’s the way to get re-elected. 

Ed arrived in Gillingham on Saturday promising to 
listen. Five days before, he’d told MPs being in 
opposition was “crap”. I suspect they’ll get used to it, 
though, and it may not be so crap for us. 

His biggest personal worry is big brother David, 
still smarting from losing the leadership race. He has 
been thanking everyone who did support him. A cynic 
might suggest the underlying message is: ‘I hope I can 
count on you next time’. 

But most of us don’t need to listen to Ed until four 
years’ time... when the next general election is due.

ID cards are being scrapped and 
with them the National Identity 
Register and the ContactPoint 
Children’s database - a success for 
N02ID, and I would like to publicly 
thank all those who supported and 
helped with our campaign - not 
just in my own branch but across 
east and mid-Kent. 


So, is it all over? No, even though 
we may no longer be out on the 
streets with our stalls. 

A bureaucratic obsession with ID 
and information-sharing goes on, 
and so do we. 

Your finances, your travel by 
plane or car, who you call and 
email, soon your medical records... 
all are starting to be captured and 
made available for ‘mining’. 

A 2009 report looked at 46 big 
Government database projects. It 
found that more than half damage 
personal privacy or create other 
risks. Only two of those have since 
been cancelled. 

We define the Database State 
as the trend to manage society by 
collecting data, mass surveillance... 
an authoritarian oversight of all 
aspects of our lives. 

N02ID continues to campaign 
against state identity-management 
and the abuse of personal 
information, and for individual 
control of what is private. 

Our current campaigns concern 
a proposed centralised electoral 
register with local-authority powers 
to cross-match data to track those 
who don’t register; medical 
confidentiality and the NHS Spine 
(not yet rolled out in Kent but 
coming); tracking travellers 
through e-passports and e-borders; 
abuse of DNA records; snooping on 
internet and telephone use; and 
police logging of all car journeys 
using ANPR cameras. 

Government needs information to 
work, but it always takes and uses 
much more than it needs. 


All squeeze facts out of you and 
force others to provide more. Just 
for the file. You may have to deal 
with Government, but you can’t say 
what it can do with that file. 

The Database State means state 
control of personal identity - with 
or without ID cards.

Climate is right for 
march on London 

It is vital that Kent people attend 
the Climate March on Saturday 
(December 4), assembling at midday 
at Speakers’ Comer, Hyde Park. 

The scientific and political 
consensus about the need to deal 
with human-induced climate 
change has never been wider than 
today. 

If we reduce emissions, insulate 
our buildings and introduce safe 
energy technologies, we can employ 
thousands of people and resist 
climate change at the same time. 

Climate change means more 
moisture is held in the atmosphere, 
creating a likelihood of more 
extreme weather events. 

Kent’s coastline and estuaries 
are very vulnerable to significant 
changes unless cuts of about 90 per 
cent in greenhouse-gas emissions 
are achieved by 2050. 

But Kent County Council’s Local 
Transport Plan does not even 
propose measures to cut traffic year 
on year to cut emissions. 

Only 14 out of 27 EU countries 
are likely to meet their current 
emissions targets. 

EU leaders have agreed the 
major step of seeking cuts in the 
two fastest-growing sectors of 
greenhouse-gas emissions - 
aviation and shipping - but so far 
without resources to achieve this. 
We have to do better.

Students could pay a 
big price for online TV 

Now freshers week is over and 
thousands of students are settling 
into their studies, TV Licensing is 
issuing a reminder to students to 
ensure that they are correctly 
licensed if they watch TV online. 

It’s now far more common to 
own a laptop/PC (99 per cent) in 
university halls than a traditional 
television set (51 per cent). 

In fact, research suggests that of 
the 84 per cent of students in halls 
who use their laptop or PCs to 
watch TV online, 59 per cent watch 
live TV as it is broadcast and so 
require a TV licence. 

It is important that students are 
aware if they need a licence, as it’s 
not worth risking a prosecution and 
fine of up to £1,000. 

The law is simple - if you watch 
or record programmes online at the 
same time as they are shown on 
TV, then you need a TV licence.

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County Hall wants extra 
£ 25 m in savings 'shock' 


Students will pad 
up with the stars 

ERIC Clapton, McFly and Harry Potter 
actor Daniel Radcliffe are among celebri¬ 
ties tipped to be part of an all-star crick¬ 
et team taking on isle students.

Thieves take lead

FINANCE chiefs at County Hall 
have revealed public services will 
come under even more pressure with 
an additional £25 million needed in 
savings over the next two years. 

The authority had initially forecast a £136m 
budget shortfall for 2011-13, but now predic¬ 
tions of Government grant reductions com¬ 
bined with additional spending pressures have 
pushed the figure up to more than £16lm. 

The amount forms part of the £340m savings 
needed at Kent County Council over the next 
four years. It is likely to mean that residents 
are asked to pay for some services they previ¬ 
ously received for free. 

Shortfall 

Authority bosses had not expected such a 
large shortfall in the first two years after coun¬ 
cils nationwide had been told to expect 
Government grant cuts of 7 per cent every year 
for the next four years. 

KCC cabinet member for finance John 
Simmonds said the higher percentages came as 
a shock after lower predictions were announced 
at a KCC meeting in October. 

“What took us by surprise was we were 
expecting a grant reduction of 7.25 per cent in 
the first year, but it is just over 10.1 per cent for 
2011-12,” he said. 

“For 2012-13 it is 8.6 per cent; in the third

year 3.3 per cent; and then 7.9 per cent. It puts 
pressure on us because around 18 per cent is 
going to come out in the first two years. It’s 
accelerated the savings we were going to make 
over the four years.” 

Cllr Simmonds admitted it was going to be 
difficult to take money out of the existing budg¬ 
et. ‘We’ve already had £15.5m knocked out this 
year. We’ve got some considerable pressures,” 
he said. 

A report setting out the council’s overall 
financial challenge was discussed by cabinet 
members on Monday, two weeks before the 
Government announces exactly how much 
KCC will get in grants. The report looks at 
“unavoidable” budget pressures and outlines 
expected reductions. Cllr Simmonds said the 
council had looked at every one of the hundreds 
of services it provided, how they were delivered, 
and what customers expected. 

He said residents could have to start paying 
for some services that were previously paid for 
by the council - but it was too early to say 
which services would be hit. 

“We need to look at things that people value 
and what things we can cut back on,” he said. 

“The reorganisation of the authority and how 
we carry out business will also help produce an 
economy. Levels of staffing are already being 
reduced by us not filling jobs or vacancies.” 


He stressed that children’s social services, 
elderly provision and adult social services were 
a key priority for the council. KCC is currently 
considering whether to close a number of coun¬ 
cil-run care homes for elderly people. 

“The number of referrals after the Baby P 
case have gone up because people are taking no 
chances, which puts KCC under tremendous 
pressure,” Cllr Simmonds said. 

‘We’ve also got a rapidly-growing adult popu¬ 
lation. One of the most expensive things we do 
is elderly assessments to see if they qualify for 
support and how much they get. 

Painful 

“This is done by the Department For Work 
And Pensions, but they won’t disclose the infor¬ 
mation to us, so we also have to do the assess¬ 
ments. If we could work together we could save 
money here.” 

Cllr Simmonds said district and borough 
councils would find the grant reductions 
“extremely painful” and admitted KCC was 
luckier due to its large size. 

“If we can weather the next few years hope¬ 
fully then we’ll have smoother waters,” he said. 
“Locally people are aware of the changes. 
Communities can help by looking at some of 
the things we do and help provide this on a 
smaller level. We have considerable voluntary 
input in Kent.”

CANTERBURY GHOST TOURS 

Ongoing 

Start from Alberrys Wine Bar, 

St Margaret's Street, Canterbury 
A BRUSH with the paranormal 
when he was young sparked John 
Hippisley’s interest in ghosts, and 
it has continued into later life. 

John leads the ghost walks which take place 
through the streets of Canterbury all year 
round. 

The walks have fed John’s interest over the 
years, but for him, the fascination started 
many years ago. He takes up the story. 

“One night, when I was away at school in 
Goudhurst, my best friend Miles and I decided 
we would run away to Florida, as 13-year-old 
boys do, and I went to meet him at the bike 
sheds in the night but he never turned up. 

“I waited until midnight and gave up and 
went up to bed. Then in the middle of the 
night, at about 4.30am, I was woken up by 
Miles, shaking me and telling me to get a 


move on and to get up and come with him. 

“I was fed up with it all by that time, and told 
him to go away, that we were supposed to 
leave at 9.30pm, not now, but he kept saying 
“we gotta go, we gotta go”. I told him to go and 
send me a postcard and went back to sleep. 

“Anyway, I just presumed he’d gone, and did¬ 
n’t think much of it until the next day when 
the police arrived at the school, and told us a 
boy had been killed after being hit by a truck. 

“It turned out to be Miles, of course, and it 
had taken place on the A28 at 4.30am, when I 
was talking to him. He had actually left as 
planned on his own, without me and been 
killed. He had walked for miles and miles. 

“I’m convinced it wasn’t a dream, and when 
I met his father at the funeral he had had the 
same kind of experience. He’d also been woken 
up by Miles in the night, and by the time he’d 
gone out to follow him he’d vanished, and 
there was no sign of him. 

“As well as me, other boys in our dormitory 
saw him and heard him that night. I believe it 
was what is known as a doppelganger, a crisis 
apparition that many people see. It is almost 
as if the deceased is given a short period to 


visit their friends and loved ones before they 
are gone forever.” 

John says Canterbury has a rich history of 
ghostly goings-on to tell people about, and he 
has even written a book on the subject, enti¬ 
tled Haunted Canterbury. 

The tours are full of those spooky tales 
mixed in with the city’s rich history, and take 
about 90 minutes to complete. 

All manner of spooky tales trip from John’s 
tongue as he wander the streets with his 
lantern, top hat and cape during the tours, 
that will send a shiver down your spine. 

For a time, John ran them to raise money for 
the Friends of the Marlowe Theatre, and man¬ 
aged to raise £1,000 for the cause. 

They begin at Alberry’s wine bar and cost £9 
for adults, £8 concessions and £7 for children. 

Deals for groups and tours that include a 
meal at a restaurant are also available. 

John said: “At this time of year, when the 
nights are cold and dark, people’s thoughts 
always turn more towards this sort of thing, so 
if you are interested then do come along.”

Nowhere to run as past comes 
gunning for assassin Clooney

BASED on the Martin Booth novel 
AVery Private Gentleman, director 
Anton Corbijn’s follow-up to the 
award-winning Ian Curtis biopic 
Control is a meticulously crafted 
portrait of a man of violence trying 
to escape his grim fate. 

Predictably, the antihero can only outrun the 
past for so long before it catches up with him 
and demands bloodthirsty redemption. 

George Clooney is on screen for almost every 
frame in the title role, his face etched with 
weariness as an assassin who has grown tired 
of always looking over his shoulder. 

Without the star power of its leading man, 
The American would struggle to find an audi¬ 
ence outside the arthouse circuit. 

It’s an unremittingly bleak and slow-burn¬ 
ing study of solitude, epitomised by a remark¬ 
able and protracted sequence in which the tit¬ 
ular character drives towards the white light 
at the end of a long tunnel. 

Corbijn refuses to cut away from inside the 
car as the white light expands, illuminating 
the driver until the entire screen is filled with 
blinding white. 

Following a bungled assassination attempt 
in Sweden, hitman Jack (George Clooney) 
decides to abandon the killing game once and 
for all. He phones handler Pavel (Johan 
Leysen), who suggests that Jack should lay 
low in the Italian town of Castelvecchio. 

“Don’t talk to anyone and, above all, don’t 
make any friends. You used to know that,” 
scolds Pavel. 

The hit man drives to the remote communi¬ 
ty and on the spur of the moment disobeys 
orders and sets up camp in nearby Castel Del 
Monte. 

By day, Jack keeps himself busy by con¬ 
structing a custom-made weapon for mysteri¬ 
ous client Mathilde (Thekla Reuten). 


By night, he enjoys the carnal delights of 
local prostitute, Clara (Violante Placido). As 
Jack’s paranoia takes hold, he seeks counsel 
from local holy man, Father Benedetto (Paolo 
Bonacelli). “A man can be rich if he has God in 
his heart,” contends the priest. 

“I don’t think God is interested in me, 
Father,” mocks Jack, fearing he is well past the 
point of no return. 

The American is an engrossing character 


study, enlivened by explosions of violence 
including a night-time car chase that is as 
close as the film strays to an action set-piece. 

Corbijn makes excellent use of the stunning 
European locations and keeps himself, and us, 
amused with interesting shots. 

Thus, the throwaway image of a train arriv¬ 
ing at a platform in Rome is captured as a 
reflection in one of the station display boards. 

In the absence of bright colours in the film’s 


palette, Clooney sparks a dazzling screen 
chemistry, in very different ways, with Placido 
and Bonacelli, the latter wearing his dog collar 
with conviction. 

‘You are American. You think you can escape 
history,” laments Father Benedetto. 

As Jack discovers, there is no escape.

YOUR TV REVIEW GARROW'S LAW: Sunday, 9pm, BBC1 


IF you have been missing your 
weekly Sunday evening hit of high 
period drama after the conclusion of 
ITV’s hit show Downton Abbey, you 
can now breathe easy. 

The good old BBC has dutifully 
replaced Downton, in exactly the 
same 9pm pre-work stress busting 
slot, with another hour long ode to 
times past. But unlike ITV’s genial 
offering, which peddles history as 
a side order to drama, frocks and 
countiy piles, Garrow’s Law tells 
the stoiy of seminal events in the 
criminal justice system. 

It follows the life of William 
Garrow (Andrew Buchan), a dashing 
young barrister kicking up a storm in 
the Old Bailey with his progressive 
views about justice and equality. 

It seems Garrow, who later went on 
to be a judge and solicitor general for 
England and Wales, was the man

who coined the phrase “innocent 
until proven guilty”, used as a 
mantra in legal trials to this day. 

He also championed the adversarial 
system of justice still practised 
in courts today, where both the 
prosecution and the defence have 
their say in court. 

As one would expect, Garrow’s Law 
includes its fair share of court scenes 
with judges and barristers in full fig, 
as well as gasps and shouts from the 
public galleiy rendered unlikely by 
their frequency and volume. 

And they are great cases too - ones 
with shocking messages about the 
way justice was conducted and what 
used to be illegal. 

In one case the captain of a slave 
ship is standing trial for insurance 


fraud because he threw 50 of his 
slaves overboard on false pretences, 
but the act is not treated as murder. 

But court does not dominate the 
programme. There is a love interest 
in the form of the delicious Lady 
Sarah (Lyndsey Marshal), pretty 
frocks, big houses and several other 
stoiy lines to keep the interest going. 

Sadly, Garrow’s Law does not glide 
through the period as effortlessly as 
Downton did. The budget is clearly 
lower, the cast not as stellar and 
some of the sets come off a bit more 
Blackadder than Bronte. And as this 
is now the second series of Garrow’s 
Law, a lot of back stoiy is assumed in 
terms of the relationship between 
Garrow and Lady Sarah, which adds 
a mite of confusion. 

But all in all, it is a fair 
replacement to Downton and far 
more educational to boot.

FALLING snow, a parade 
of princesses and a lollipop 
the size of a dinner plate - 
my three-year-old thought 
her Christmas had come 
early at Disneyland Paris, 
and perhaps it had. 

The giant resort stretches out the 
festive period from the first weekend 
in November to January, with a 
spectacular show of glitz, glamour 
and razzmatazz, enough to warm 
the heart of this old Scrooge. 

It’s impossible not to get carried 
away with the fun when you see it 
through the eyes of a mesmerised 
daughter, who could not stop beam¬ 
ing after meeting Mickey Mouse and 
Disney’s newest heroine Rapunzel, 
whose movie is not even out yet. 

Rosie and I travelled to 
Disneyland Paris for a weekend 
break from St Pancras 
International. Soon we were at 
Marne la Vallee station, practically 
on the doorstep of the two theme 
parks and retail village. 

Our Hotel New York was a couple 
of minutes’ walk away, and we swift¬ 
ly checked in next to the huge 
Christmas tree in the lobby. 

But that tree was dwarfed by the 
24-metre tall, 24-tonne pine that 
Disney unveiled at the start of its 
Christmas celebrations. 

The tree, in the square of Main 
Street USA, boasts almost 500 
bulbs, and the star at the top is lit 
every night in a charming ceremony. 

Disney doesn’t really do darkness, 
as more than a million lights illumi¬ 
nate the Town Square, Main Street 
and Sleeping Beauty’s Castle over 
Christmas. 

Main Street is the venue for the 
Dreams of Christmas Parade, when 
all your favourite cartoon heroes 
pass before your eyes on floats, in an 
all-singing, all-dancing spectacular. 


It proved to be a highlight for my 
little one, and for hundreds if not 
thousands of others who lined the 
parade route to get a good view. 

When the float carrying all the 
princesses, including her all-time 
favourites Jasmine (from Aladdin) 
and Ariel (from the Little Mermaid), 
arrived, Rosie’s eyes were on stalks. 

For Christmas, Santa has been 
invited to set up his workshop, and 
children drop off letters for him. 

There was so much going on, it 
would be easy to miss something 
great. Luckily, Rosie was too small 
for some of the more scary rides, as 
we could never have crammed 
everything in. 

When we weren’t star-spotting - 
tennis ace Rafa Nadal was visiting 
when we were there - Rosie and I 
tackled as many rides as we could. 

Her undoubted favourite was a 
gentle boat ride called It’s A Small 


World, which takes the visitor on a 
five-minute trip round the globe, 
populated with dancing dolls. 

Over in the neighbouring Walt 
Disney Studios Park, Rosie loved the 
recent Slinky Dog Zigzag ride, for 
novice rollercoaster riders, and the 
Aladdin-themed Flying Carpets 
Over Agrabah, where you can make 
your carpet rise and fall as it spins. 

Some rides get very busy, but qui¬ 
eten in the final hour of opening, as 
visitors with younger children leave 
early. Disney also uses a Thor 
Fastpass system which allows you to 
‘pre-book’ a place on popular rides. 

Disneyland Paris staff use both 
French and English and even the 
shows are bilingual. 

As Santa waved us off, my daugh¬ 
ter did not bat an eyelid when he 
wished us both a “Goodnight” and a 
“Bonne soiree”.

THE all-new S60 was hyped as the 
Volvo to finally challenge the ubiq¬ 
uitous BMW 3-Series in the junior 
executive car race. 

But it was never going to be quite like that, 
since the Swedish brand has retained the 
front-driven layout of the previous car, while 
the German star stands by the rear-wheel 
drive that has made its fortune. 

But this second generation S60 does offer 
excellent reasons to weigh its virtues against 
those of the BMW when company car choosers 
- likely to account for most sales - start their 
next bout of head-scratching. 

For it appears more compact than the previ¬ 
ous generation S60 and follows the vogue for 
four-door coupe styling, while truly delivering 
in the handling department. 

The ride feels pliant and copes well with 
rural roads still scarred by last winter and yet 
the S60 (from £23,295) feels remarkably taut 
on the bends, while the steering is well- 
weighted and delivers excellent feedback. 
Some will still prefer the BMW’s balance and 
even tauter ride, but they risk being selfish.

The Volvo is a driver’s car, too, but a nicer car 
for passengers. And this also applies to cabin 
ambiance, which is first class. 

Refinement is generally good at all speeds 
and particularly on motorways, though Volvo’s 
five-cylinder diesel sounded raucous under 
pressure in our high-spec SE Lux review car. 

Nevertheless, the popular D5 is well-matched 
to the new S60 with the 202bhp output deliver¬ 
ing loads of low-down power for both press-on 
and lazy motoring situations and helped by a 
light and well-spaced six-speed gearbox allow¬ 
ing an average mpg of well over 50. 

Even the all-new five-cylinder 163bhp 2.0- 
litre D3 engine has to work hard to better that. 

The new S60 may be specified with a ground¬ 
breaking pedestrian detection package, which 
can stop a collision with a pedestrian up to 
21mph, and dramatically reduce speed above 
that, with potentially life-saving consequences, 
but will people really cough up an extra £1,350 
for such a selfless feature? 

Standard S60 kit is generous and includes 
electronic climate and cruise controls, colour 
screen for the ‘infotainment’ system, steering 
wheel audio controls, alloys and leather-clad 
wheel and gearshift.

Estate agents welcome 
new licensing scheme 

A NEW licensing scheme for estate 
agents is to be launched, which experts 
say will lead to a rise in standards in the 
business 

According to the National Association 
of Estate Agents (NAEA), most estate 
agents are reputable, but anyone can 
start up as an estate agent in the UK 
without qualifications or formal checks. 

The new scheme was described by 
housing minister, Grant Shapps, as a 
symbolic moment, while the NAEA said 
it hopes the scheme will represent hon¬ 
esty for agents. 

The launch of the scheme means an 
estate agent will need to have the neces¬ 
sary level of professional indemnity 
insurance, be bound by the NAEA 
agents’ rules of conduct and commit to 
undertaking 12 hours of training on the 
latest developments every year. 

Those who are found to be breaking 
the rules could end up at a tribunal, or 
thrown out of the scheme. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of 
the NAEA, said: “From today, estate 
agency in the UK is a two-tiered indus¬ 
try - those agents who are licensed and 
those who are not. 

“I think the public will welcome the 
distinction, and I believe that this move 
will raise standards across the industry.” 

Elderly forced to sell up 
to pay for care homes 

SOME 20,000 pensioners across the UK 
are being forced to sell their homes to 
pay for residential care every year. 

According to a recent survey, the num¬ 
ber of elderly property owners having to 
sell up so they can go into a care home 
stands at almost 60 per day; a third of 
those funding their own care end up 
without a house. This is an increase of 17 
per cent since 2005. 

The recent cuts to local authority 
budgets mean that this situation is 
unlikely to improve. Furthermore, 
FirstStop Advice states that care home 
fees have risen by more than 20 per cent 
over the past five years - making the 
current average £25,896. 

Those who don’t have savings or prop¬ 
erty to sell get their care paid for by the 
state. 

This has sparked anger among many, 
who argue that the system is unfair and 
makes lifelong saving pointless, as well 
as meaning that families won’t receive 
any inheritance.

INTEREST rates on mortgages 
are set to increase, and cheap 
mortgages are unlikely to stick 
around for long, according to the 
consultancy Ducalian. 

Research by Sainsbury’s Home Insurance 
revealed that the cost of running a home had 
fallen by almost 14 per cent in the past two 
years, and now stands at around £8,059 a year. 

Timothy Lambert, head of consulting at 
Ducalian, said that most people would be 
rather surprised by the figures. 

However, he said: “Lots of local authorities 
have frozen council tax and some boroughs 
such as Hammersmith & Fulham have actual¬ 
ly lowered them, year on year.” 

Mr Lambert went on to say that the main 
reason was that mortgages were currently 
chea for many, which “vastly sways” the statis¬ 
tics. 

“But rates will rise over the course of the 
next few years as interest rates rise and 
cheaper products that run for a fixed period 
come to an end,” he warned. 

The annual cost of running a home, estimat¬ 
ed by Sainsbury’s Home Insurance, equates to 
£155 a week, or £22.08 a day, per household. 

In 2008, household expenses were found to 
be almost £1,300 higher, at £9,324 a year. 

Meanwhile the market continues to be 
uncertain. 

Housebuilder Taylor Wimpey said it had 
experienced a homebuyer slowdown, as a 
result of the Government’s spending cuts, 
which it claims has deterred potential buyers. 

Its comments echo those of Persimmon, who 
said there was little evidence of the tradition¬ 
al autumn period, which usually sees families 
flock to new housing developments as the 
school summer holidays end.

QUESTIONS have been raised over the

Frozen pitch delays Rams

Langley confirmed Jack Smelt will continue to 
keep goal in place of Brett Mills, with manager 
Jim Ward afforded the luxury of picking from a 
fully-fit squad. 

Eastbourne, relegation strugglers last season, 
are without a win in their last six games, but they 
start Saturday’s clash two points ahead of the 
Rams in lower mid-table.
